Average Temperature for the 
Day Was 58 Degrees, and 
Next Lowest Was 61 in the 
Year 1897. 


DROP OF 22 DEGREES 
WITHIN A FEW HOURS 


Cotton Not Damaged to Any 
Material Degree, Says Com- 
missioner of Agriculture J. 
J. Conner. 


Atlanta passed the coldest day for 
the ninth of June ever experienced 
within thirty-five years, taking it by 
the average temperature, yesterday. 
Beginning late Sunday night, when 
the mercury stood at 81, a sud- 
den drop was experienced, and by 
breakfast time Monday the thermom- 
eter registered 59, and by nightfall 
stood at 57. 

The previous low average record for 
this day was made on June 9, 1897, 
when the average temperature for the 
entire day was 61 degrees. Monday’s 
average was 58, bettering it by three 
degrees. 

Not Coldest Day in June. 

While Monday was extremely cold. 
{t was not the coldest day in 
June, that occurring June 1, 1899, 
when the thermometer registered 3% 
degrees. 

The average temperature for Mon- 
day was far lower than the average 
for the month of June, that being 75.5 
degrees. 

The sudden drop n temperature 
caused a scurrying to ‘uncle's’ te get 
out of cold storage overcoats which 
the owners had thought couid be laid 
aside at financial profit until winter. 
Others, more fortunate, hunted up the 
keys to the cedar chest, and threw 
the moth-balls away.

High Winds wn Monday.

Hie 
did not think that th» cotton had been 
damaged to ary material dezree by 
the Jow temperature so far and wouid 
not suffer anuch, provided the cold did 
not last too long. 

“Of course, cotton cannot stand ver, 
much cold,” he said, “but it is a con- 
tinued spell of cold that hurts it most. 
We have had colder weather in June, 
on@ day in particular, sume years ag), 
when it was cold enough for frost. Of 
course. if it continues cold for several 
days it will hurt, but I do not think 
farmers reed be alarmed yet 

“Weather conditions are unfavorable 
today, ft is true, but the cotton crop 
has such a cood start and our.reports 
frcm most sections of the state indi- 
cate that the outlook has‘ improved 
greatly ‘1 the last ten days and the 
crop generally .s in excellent shape.”

Furl ON BLALOCK 


President That Hitch 
Must Be Cared For—Re- 
sents Senator Smith’s Atti- 
tude Toward Appointments. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, June 9.— (Special )— 
The announcement that A. O. #lalock, 
has been selected for 
collector of internal revenue for Geor- 
Zia to succeed Henry 8. Jackson, and 
that his nomination would shortly be 
Sent to the Senate, is premature. 

This is one of the few federal offi- 
cers whose jurisdiction extends over 
he whole state, including the south- 
ern as well as the northern judicial 
circuits. 

Under the agreement entered into 
between the two Georgia senators, Sen- 
ator Smith was to control patronage in 
the northern district and Senator Ba- 
con in the southern. Both have an- 
nounced their choice for collector of 
internal revenue. Senator Smith is 
supporting Mr. Blalock and Senator 
Bacon has put forward C. M. Hitch. 

Until Mr. Hitch is provided with 
something just as good in the way of 
a federal office, Senator Bacon will 
not give his approval to the nomination 
of Blalock. This statement had been 
made repeatedly in the dispatches, and 
Senator Bacon has stated it freely to 
everybody who discussed the matter 
with him, including Senator Smith. 

Bacon Calls on Wilson. 

Senator Bacon called at the white 
house today to present to the president 
the name of Joseph 8. Davis, of Alba- 
ny, for appointment as marshal for the 
southern district of Georgia, and David 
(. Barrow for appointment as collec- 
tor of the port of Savannah. 

President Wilson received these sug- 
gestions and then himself brought up 
the question of the collectorship and 
advised Senator. Bacon that Senator 
Smith wished Mr. Blalock named. Sen- 
ator Bacon replied that he had not 
joined in making the nomination, and 
it would most emphatically not be ac- 
ceptable to him. He said he had a 
candidate for the position in Mr. Hitch, 
and that unless the latter was provided 
for with an equally good place, he 
would continue to urge’‘Mr. Hitch for 
collector. Until this is done, he has 
no other candidate for the office. The 
president suggested to Senator Bacon 
that he and Senator Smith confer and 
endeavor to reach an agreement, 

Files Written Statement. 

Later in the day Senator Bacon filed 
with the president a written statement 
o@ his attitude and a request that no 
nomination be sent to the senate un- 
til he and Senator Smith agreed upon 
a nominee. ‘ ° 
In view of Senator Bacon's oppesition 
to Mr. Blalock, the report that the 
latter would be nominated, is there- 
fore, premature to Say the least of it. 
Of course, he may land later, but it 
will only come about through Mr. 
Hitch being given a position equally

HARVIE JORDAN DESCRIBES 
ITALY’S RURAL CREDIT BANKS 


(Harvie Jordan, former president of the 
Southern Cotton association and a vice 
president of the Southern Commercial 
Congress, is traveling Europe as a mem- 
ber of the United States commission for 
the study of foreign rural credits and 
other phases of foreign agriculture. The 
commission, all composed of experts, will 
make a report to congress upon which it 
is hoped to found rural credit banks in 
this country and to introduce the more 
adaptable features of agricultural systems 
now succeeding in the old world. Mr. 
Jordan will supply a number of articles, 
descriptive of his travels, to The Consti- 
tution. This is the first of the series.) 


By Harvie Jordan. 

Budapest, Hungary, June 9.—(Special.)— 
Since landing at Genoa the American com- 
mission assembled for a two days’ confer- 
ence at Rome and sent out from there sub- 
committees to important cities and agri- 
cultural sections in southern, central and 
northern Italy, to investigate various phases 
of agriculture and farm life. I confined my 
work principally to studies of rural co-oper- 
ative banks and central federated banks in 
and adjacent to the old city of Bologna. 
Every facility for investigation was fur- 
nished by prominent officials of the Italian 
sovernment and municipal authorities. 

The rural confessional banks are the most 
popular banking institutions in central and 
northern Italy, while the land mortgage 
banks of Naples and in Palermo, Sicily, sup- 
ply the financial needs of agriculture in 
southern Italy. The confessional banks are 
purely Catholic institutions, as no farmer 
or person can become a member unless he 
Catholic in good standing. While de- 
posits may be received from any source, no 
loans are made to anyone except regular 
members of the bank. There are seventy- 
two of these rural confessional banks, with 
the priest of each community as secretary, 
in the ot Bologna—and these are 
federated with big central bank in 
There liberal or inde- 
pendent rural banks, but they are largely in 
the minority. There are no salaries paid 
to any of the officials connected with the 
operation of these banks, and no dividends 
the shares of stock. All of the 
profits go to the reserve fund which in- 
the capital of the bank for making 
loans. This altruistic system of operating 
the rural banks is also applied to the large 
banks in so far payment of 
dividends are concerned. Only salaries 
(which are small) actual expenses of 
rents and taxes are out of the profits, 
the balance going into the reserves of the 
institutions. All of the detailed data

The oxen are the 
largest and finest animals of the kind I 
ever saw. They weigh from 1,700 to 2,000 
pounds each, are kept in splendid condition, 
are pure white, and in my examination of at 
least 100 head of them, I failed to find a 
single scratch or even a place where the 
hair was rubbed on the necks or shoulders, 
SO careful are the men who work and at- 
tend to them. Most of the land is held in 
large estates and worked on shares by the 
owners, but in some cases, especially in the 
rice producing sections, 800 to 1,000 small 
farmers will organize a co-operative society 
and lease some of these lands for a term 
of years and operate them upon a joint eo- 
operative basis. Farm labor is so plentiful 
that labor unions exist in the rural districts 
of Italy, the same as our labor unions in 
the large cities of the United States. While 
riding over two large estates I had the 
pleasure of being most hospitably received 
and entertained for an hour in each of two 
old castles built in the. fifteenth century, 
before America was discovered by Columbus 
— and now in a splendid state of preserva- 
tion, and occupied by the owners of the 
estates we inspected. 
Splendid Roads. 

The roadways of Italy are very fine and 
kept by the government in splendid ¢ondl- 
tion. I traveled for 15 miles over one of 
these public highways which was originally 
built as a military road and used by the 
Roman legions a thousand years ago. Over 
these roads a yoke of oxen will pull a two- 
wheeled cart loaded with five tons of prod- 
uce from the farm to the market; this is 
equal to 20 bales of cotton, or four-fifths of 
an ordinary car load of cotton.
